He was about 25 year* of age, a 
resident of New York, and wa. m a r ­ 
ried there about fifteen months ago. 
The body will likely tie *ent to New 
York to morrow for burial. 
The accident which resulted fatally 
to S e rg ea n t Lucas was in th** same 
regim ent a . th a t of last week when 
the dem onstration of a machine gun 
resulted in the wounding; of four men. 
The accidents were much similar in 
th eir character.

Even Some Hair 
is Discovered. U n ­ 


usual Discovery Made by Men L ay­ 


ing W ater Lines. 


A portion of the skull and some of 
the hair of a soldier, killed at G etty s­ 
burg, and evidently a mem ber 
of 
the Confederate a rm y , were 
found 
on Monday afternoon a t the camp of 
the 91st Infantry, immediately east 
of the E m m itsb u rg Road and opposite 
the Bakery Company camp. With the 
parts of the body were found a large 
supply of Confederate 
bullets 
and 
some equipment.

Search about the place, which con­ 
tinued almost until dark, failed to re­ 
veal any other hones than the piece 
of skull and to-day the hunt for more 
Fiullets was resumed. 
J u s t two teeth 
were found, on** of them with u gold 
filling. 
Men digging about the place for 
other purposes have 
several

juxt missed finding the bullets.

ago 
was made within 
two feet of Mon­ 
d a y ’s find. 
Th os** 
who 
participated 
in

search for the bullets on Monday and 
to-day divided the plunder am ong the 
party, and the portions of the body 
which wen* found 
are being 
held 
pending some a r ran g e m e n t s for their 
final disposition. 
Soldiers at the camp took a g rea t 
interest in the news of the discovery 
and many of them joined in the hunt 
for more bullets. 
Some of them suc­ 
ceeded and will c a rry trophies along 
with them to the “ other aide”, there 
to display th** missiles of fifty four 
years ago with the spent weapons of 
to-day.
